One 
duty which is very much neglected by the parents in this town 
may very properly be urged in this place It is that parents 
: aged frequently visit the school,and thereby encourage the teach- 
’ er, and excite a new interest in the scholars. It is plain that no 


parent has a right to censure any teacher, however remiss they ¥ 
may have been until a number of visits have been made, and it is 
seen that the charges against them are well founded. Where this 
duty is attended to, it has a good effect upon the school. 

It costs less to educate youth, than it does to take care of the 
uneducated. Build up common schools, and make them what they 
snould be, and you have done much towards securing happit ess to 
oy and to posterity.
